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PART I.

DEFINITIONS.

18 VAC 120-30-10. Definitions.

The following words and terms, when used in this chepter, shal have the following meanings

unless the context clearly indicates otherwise:

"Affidavit" means awritten statement of facts, made voluntarily, and confirmed by the oath or

affirmation of the party making it, taken before a notary or other person having the authority to

adminiser such oath or affirmeation.

"Advisory board" or “board” means the Polygraph Examiner's Advisory Board gppointed by the

director.

"Department” means the Department of Professiona and Occupationa Regulation.

"Director" means the Director of the Department of Professond and Occupeational Regulation.
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"Polygragph" means any mechanica or dectronic instrument or device used to test or question

individuas for the purpose of determining truthfulness.

"Polygraph examination" means the entire period of contact between alicensee and an examiner.

"Polygraph examingr™ or "examing™ means any person who uses any device or insrument to test

or question individuds for the purpose of determining truthfulness.

"Polygraph examiner intern” means any person engaged in the study of polygraphy and the
adminigration of polygraph examinations under the persona supervison and control of a

polygraph examiner.

"Polygraph test”" means the part of the polygraph examination during which the examineeis
connected to a polygraph ingtrument which is continuoudy recording the examineg's reactions to

guestions.

"Reciprocity” means any individua holding a current license in ancther jurisdiction may obtain a
Virginia polygraph examiners license provided the requirements and standards under which the
license was issued are substantialy equivaent to those established in this chapter and the

individual meets dl other board requirementsfor licensure in Virginia
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"Reingatement” means having alicense restored to effectiveness after the expiration date on the
license has passed. When alicensee fails to renew his license within one cdendar month after its
expiration date, the licensee isrequired to gpply for reinstatement of the license. Six months after
the expiration date on the license, reingtatement is no longer possible and the gpplicant must

reapply and requdify for licensure.

"Relevant question” means a question asked of an examinee during a polygraph test which

concerns an issue identified to the examinee during the pretest and which is to be reported by the

licensee to any other person.

"Renewd" means continuing the effectiveness of alicense for another period of time.

18 VAC 120-30-20. Explanation of terms.

Each reference in this chapter to a person shdl be deemed to refer, as gppropriate, to the

masculine and the feminine, to the sngular and the plurd, and to natura persons and

organizations.

18 VAC 120-30-30. Advisory board.
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A. The Polygraph Examiners Advisory Board, conssting of eight members gppointed by the

director, shall exercise the authority delegated by the director consstent with 8 9-6.25 () of the

Code of Virginia and advise the department on any matters relating to the practice of polygraphy

and the licensure of polygraph examiners in the Commonwedth of Virginia

B. The advisory board shdl be composed of three Virginialicensed polygraph examiners
employed by law enforcement agencies of the Commonwedlth, or any of its politica
subdivisions, three Virginia licensed polygraph examiners employed in private industry; and two
citizen members as defined in 88 54.1- 107 and 54.1-200 of the Code of Virginia. All members

must be resdents of the Commonwedlth of Virginia

C. Each member shall serve afour-year term. No member shall serve more than two consecutive

four-year terms.
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PART I1.

ENTRY REQUIREMENTS.

18 VAC 120-30-40. Basic qualifications for licensure and registration.

A. Every gpplicant to the board for alicense shdl provide information on his gpplication

edablishing that:

1. The applicant is a least 18 years old.
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5 2. The gpplicant isin good standing as a licensad polygraph examiner in every
jurisdiction where licensed. The gpplicant must disclose if he hashad alicense asa
polygraph examiner which was suspended, revoked, or surrendered in connection with a
disciplinary action or which has been the subject of discipline in any jurisdiction prior to
aoplying for licensurein Virginia. At the time of gpplication for licensure, the applicant
must dso disclose any disciplinary action taken in another jurisdiction in connection with
the gpplicant's practice as a polygraph examiner and whether he has been previoudy

licensad in Virginia as a polygraph examiner.

6 3. The applicant isfit and suited to engage in the profession of polygraphy. The
goplicant must disclose if he has been convicted in any jurisdiction of afelony or
misdemeanor involving lying, cheeting, steding, sexud offense, drug digtribution,

physical injury, or rdating to the practice of the professon. Any pleaof nolo contendere
shall be considered a conviction for purposes of this subdivison. The record of a
conviction authenticated in such form as to be admissble in the evidence under the laws
of the jurisdiction where convicted shdl be admissible as primafacie evidence of such

conviction.

+ 4. The gpplicant has disclosed his physica address. A post office box is not acceptable.
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8 5. The nonresident applicant for alicense has filed and maintained with the department
an irrevocable consent for the department to serve as a service agent for al actionsfiled

in any court in this Commonwedth.

9 6. The gpplicant has Sgned, as part of the gpplication, an affidavit certifying the that he
has read and understands the Virginia polygraph examiner's license law and the

regul ations ef-the-board.

10 7. The gpplicant has submitted two fingerprint cards with his application on forms

provided by the department for a crimina background history.

B. The department may (i) make further inquiries and investigations with respect to the
qudifications of the gpplicant, (ii) require a persond interview with the gpplicant, (iii) or both.
Failure of an applicant to comply with awritten request from the agivison-beard-or-director
department for additiona information within 30 days of receiving such natice, except in such
instances where the advisory board or director has determined indligibility for aclearly gpecified

period of time, may be sufficient and just cause for disgpproving the gpplication.

C. The gpplicant shdl pass al parts of the polygraph examiners licensang examination gpproved
by the department at a Sngle adminigiration in order to be digible for a polygraph examiners

license,
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18 VAC 120-30-50. Registration of polygraph examiner interns.

A. A polygraph examiner intern registration shdl be issued to gpplicants who fulfill the

requirements of subdivisionsA-2-and-A-3-of 18 VAC 120-30-40-_and the following:

1. The applicant has met the experience requirements by having a high school diploma or

its equivaent and a minimum of five years experience as an investigator or detective, or

in afied acceptable to the department which demondtrates the ability to practice

polygreaphy.

a. The applicant will be credited two years of the five years of experience required

in subdivison 1 of this subsection if he has an associate degree from an accredited

college or universty.

b. The applicant will be credited dl five years of experience required in subdivison

1 of this subsection if he has a bachdlor's degree from an accredited college or

univergty.

2. The applicant has met the education requirements by ether completing the required

training in detection of deception at a polygraph school approved by the department, or
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by submitting evidence of satisfactory completion of substantialy equivaent training if

the polygraph schoal at which the applicant received the training in the detection of

deception is not approved by the department.

B. Anintern regigration shdl be vdid for 12 months from the date of issue as indicated on the

regidration.

C. Each intern shdl be supervised by alicensed polygraph examiner who meets the

qudificationsin 18 VAC 120-30-60.

D. A polygraph intern may apply for an extenson of a polygraph intern registration after the
expiraion of theinitid intern registration for no more than one year by submitting the fee
referenced in 18 VAC 120-30-100. Additiond extensgonswill be dlowed if the individud

repesats the education requirements set forth in subdivison A 3 2 of 18 VAC 120-30-4050.

18 VAC 120-30-55. Qualificationsfor licensure by examination.

A polygraph examiner license shdl be issued to applicants who fulfill the requirements of 18

VAC 120-30-40, 18 VAC 120-30-50, and the following:
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A. The applicant has completed Sx months as aregistered intern examiner under the persona

and direct on-premise supervison of an examingr qudified under 18 VAC 120-30-60 who shdll

upervise each and every polygraph examination administered by theintern. The internship need

not be accomplished in Virginia However, any internship conducted outside of Virginia must

comply fully with thisregulation An intern shdl not be digibleto st for the license

examination until the intern's supervisor has submitted to the department a written statement that

the internship has been satisfactorily completed. The depatment may waive the internship for

any person who practiced polygraphy in the federa jurisdiction.

B. Upon submission of the completed application and fee, the applicant will be consdered for

the examination required by 18 VAC 120-30-110 of this chapter. Upon passing such

examination, the applicant shal be granted his polygraph examiners license, provided the

applicant is otherwise qudified.

18 VAC 120-30-60. Qualificationsfor licensed polygraph examinersto act as supervisor s of

polygraphy interns.

Each supervisor for aregistered intern examiner shal be currently licensed and have held avaid
Virginiaexaminer's license for three years or submit evidence satisfactory to the department that

he has qudifications that are substantialy equivaent to those required herein.
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18 VAC 120-30-70. Proceduresfor licensed polygraph examinersto certify the procedures

to be used to supervise an intern during inter nship.

A. Each licensee supervising an intern shadl file with the gpplication of the intern a description of

the following;

1. Thefrequency of contact between the licensee and the intern; and

2. The procedures to be employed by the licensee in reviewing and evauating the

intern's performance; and

3. The polygraph technique(s) to be used.

B. The licensee supervising the intern shal review the intern's charts prior to the rendering of

any opinion or conclusion on any polygraph examination administered by the intern.

18 VAC 120-30-80. Qualificationsfor licensure by reciprocity.

Anindividud who is currently licensed as a polygraph examiner in another jurisdiction may

obtain a Virginialicense provided the requirements and standards under which the license was

issued are subgtantidly equivdent to thosein Virginia
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Anindividud gpplying for licensure by reciprocity shal have been alicensed examiner engaged

in the practice of polygraphy for at least 12 consecutive months prior to gpplication.

18 VAC 120-30-90. Waiver of internship requirement.

Any federa employee or military personne who have administered polygraph examinations as
one of their dutiesin their respective jobs, and who have received training from the federa
government or United States military, may obtain a Virginia polygraph's examiner's license
without fulfilling the internship requirement by successfully passing the beard's department’ s

written examination.

18 VAC 120-30-100. Fees.

A. All gpplication fees for licenses and regigrations are nonrefundable and shall not be prorated.
The date of receipt by the department is the date which will be used to determine whether or not

thefeeisontime

B. Application and examination fees must be submitted with the gpplication for licensure. All

other fees are discussed in grester detall in later sections of this chapter.
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C. Inthe event that a check, money draft, or amilar ingrument for payment of afee required by

datute or regulation is not honored by the bank or financia indtitution named, the gpplicant or

regulant shall be required to remit fees sufficient to cover the origind fee, plus the additional

processing charge shown below.

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18 VAC 120-30-110. Examinations.

All examinations required for licensure shdl be gpproved by the advisory board and provided by
the department, atesting service acting on behdf of the agivisan-beard department, or another

governmenta agency or organization.

Applicants for licensure shdl pass a two- part licensing examination gpproved by the board, of
which Part | isawritten examination and Part 11 is an Advisory Board Evauation. Applicants
must pass the written examination in order to Sit for the advisory board evauation being

administered the same day.

The gpplicant shal follow dl the rules established by the department with regard to conduct at
the examination. Such rules shdl include any written ingructions communicated prior to the
examination date and any ingructions communicated &t the Site, either written or ord, on the
date of the examination. Failure to comply with dl rules established by the department with

regard to conduct at the examination shdl be grounds for denid of gpplication.
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PART 111

RENEWAL.

18 VAC 120-30-120. Renewal required.

Licensesissued under this chapter shadl expire 12 months from the last day of the month in

which the license was issued, as indicated on the license.

18 VAC 120-30-130. Proceduresfor renewal.

The department will mail arenewa gpplication form to the licensee a the last known herme

address of department record. Failure to recaive this notice shall not rdieve the licensee of the

obligation to renew. Prior to the expiration date shown on the license, each licensee desiring to
renew his license must return to the department al required forms and the gppropriate fee as

referenced in 18 VAC 120-30-100.

18 VAC 120-30-140. Feesfor renewal.
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Licensees shdl be required to renew their license by submitting the proper fee made payable to
the Treasurer of Virginia Any licensee who falls to renew within one calendar month after the

license expires, shal be required to apply for reinstatement.

18 VAC 120-30-150. Department discretion to deny renewal.

The department may deny renewa of alicense for the same reasons as it may refuseinitia
licensure or discipline alicensee. The licensee is entitled to areview of such action. Appeals
from such actions shal be in accordance with the provisions of the Adminigtrative Process Act

(8 9-6.14:1 et seq. of the Code of Virginia).

Failure to timely pay a monetary pendty, reimbursement of cost, or other fee assessed by
consent order or find order shall result in delaying or withholding services provided by the
department, such as, but not limited to, renewd, reingtatement, processing of anew application,

or exam administration.

18 VAC 120-30-160. Qualificationsfor renewal.

Applicants for renewa of alicense shdl continue to meet the sandards for entry as st forth in

subdivisonsA 5 2 through A 8 5 of 18 VAC 120-30-40.
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PART IV

REINSTATEMENT.

18 VAC 120-30-170. Reinstatement required.

A. Any licensee who falls to renew his license within one caendar month after the expiration
date on the license shdl be required to gpply for reinstatement and submit the proper feein 18

VAC 120-30-100.

B. Sx caendar months after the expiration date on the license, reinstatemert is no longer
possible. To resume practice as a polygraph examiner, the former licensee must apply asanew
applicant for licensure, meeting al educationa, examination and experience requirements as

listed in the regulations current at the time of regpplication.

C. Any examiner activity conducted subsequent to the expiration of the license may congtitute

unlicensed activity and may be subject to prosecution under § 54.1-111 of the Code of Virginia

18 VAC 120-30-180. Department discretion to deny reinstatement.
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The department may deny reinstatement of alicense for the same reasons as it may refuse initid

licensure or discipline alicensee.

The licenseeis entitled to areview of such action. Appedsfrom such actions shdl bein
accordance with the provisions of the Adminigirative Process Act (8 9-6.14:1 et seq. of the Code

of Virginia).

Failure to timely pay any monetary pendty, reimbursement of cost, or other fee assessed by
consent order or find order shal result in delaying or withholding the services provided by the
department, such as, but not limited to, renewal, reinstatement, processing of anew application,

or exam administration.

18 VAC 120-30-190. Status of a license during the period before reinstatement.

A. When alicenseis reindated, the licensee shdl continue to have the same license number and

shdl be assgned an expiration date one year from the previous expiration date of the license.

B. A licensee who reingtates his license shdl be regarded as having been continudly licensed
without interruption. Therefore, the licensee shdl remain under the disciplinary authority of the

department during this entire period. Nothing in this chapter shal divest the department of its
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authority to discipline alicensee for aviolaion of the law or regulations during the period of

licensure.
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PART V.

STANDARDS OF PRACTICE AND CONDUCT.

18 VAC 120-30-200. Polygraph examination procedures.

A. Each licensad polygraph examiner and registered polygraph examiner intern must pogt, in a
congpicuous place for the examinee, his license or regidration, or alegible copy of hislicense or

registration to practicein Virginia

B. The examiner shdl provide the examinee with a written explanation of the provisons of 18
VAC 120-30-200, 18 VAC 120-30-210, and 18 VAC 120-30-220 at the beginning of each

polygraph examination.

C. The examinee may request a tape recording of the polygraph examination being administered.
Each examiner shdl maintain tape recording equipment and tapes adequate for such recording.
The examiner shal safeguard dl examination recordings with the records heis required to keep
by pursuant to 18 VAC 120-30-230. All recordings shdl be made available to the department,
the examinee or the examineg's attorney upon request. The examiner may charge the examinee a
fee not to exceed $25 only if the examinee requests and receives a copy of an examination tape

recording.
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D. The examinee shall be entitled to acopy of dl portions of any written report pertaining to his
examination which is prepared by the examiner and provided to any person or organization. The
examinee shdl make his request in writing to the examiner. The examiner shdl comply within

10 business days of providing the written report to any person or organization or receiving the
examinee's written request, whichever occurs later. The examiner may collect not more than

$1.00 per page from the examinee for any copy provided.

E. The provisons of subsections B, C, and D of this section shdl not be gpplicable to any
examination conducted by or on behdf of the Commonwesdlth or any of its palitical subdivisons
when the examination isfor the purpose of preventing or detecting crime or the enforcement of
pend laws. However, examiners administering examinations as described in this section shal
comply with subsection B of this section through a verba explanation of the provisons of 18

VAC 120-30-210 and 18 VAC 120-30-220.

18 VAC 120-30-210. Examination pretest procedure.

A. Prior to administering any polygraph test, the examiner shal inform the prospective examinee

of al theissues to be covered during the polygraph examination and of dl the itemsto be

reported by the examiner to any other person.
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B. The examiner shdl obtain written permission from the prospective examinee to administer the
examindion after fulfilling the requirements of 18 VAC 120-30-200, and before proceeding

further with the adminigtration of the examination.

18 VAC 120-30-220. Examination standards of practice.

A. Foprotect-the rights-of-each-examinee-the The examiner shdl comply with thefollowing
standards of practice by-agvising and shdl disclose to each examinee i-themannerprescribed-of

each-of-the following-standards-of praetice the provisons of this subsection and shdl not proceed

to examine or continue the examination if it is or becomes gpparent to the examiner that the

examinee does not understand any ere of these standards disclosures:

1. All questions to be asked during the polygraph test(s) shall be reduced to writing and

read to the examinee.

2. The examinee or the examiner may terminate the examination a any time.

3. If the examination is within the scope of § 40.1-51.4:3 of the Code of Virginia, the

examiner shal explain the provisions of that satute to the examinee.
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4. No questions shd| be asked concerning the examineg's lawful religious afiliations,
lawful politica afiliations, or lawful labor activities. This provison shdl not apply to
any such afiliation which isincongstent with the oath of office for public law-

enforcement officias.

5. The examinee shdl be provided the full name of the examiner and the name, address,

and telephone number of the department.

6. The examiner shal not ask questions during any part of a pre-employment polygraph

examination concerning an examineg's sexud preferences or sexud activitiesin

accordance with 88 40.1-51.4:3 or 54.1-1806 of the Code of Virginia

G B. An examiner shdl not perform more than 12 polygraph examinations in any 24-hour

period.
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D C. An examiner shdl not ask more than 16 questions per chart on asingle polygraph test.
Nothing in this subsection shdl prohibit an examiner from conducting more than one polygraph

test during a polygraph examination.

E D. An examiner shdl dlow on every polygraph test a minimum time interva of ten (10)

seconds between the examineg's answer to a question and the start of the next question.

E E. An examiner shdl record & a minimum the following information on each polygraph test

chart produced:

1. The name of the examineg;

2. The date of the examination;

3. Thetimethat each test begins;

4. The examingr'sinitids;

5. Any adjustment made to component sengtivity;

6. The point a which each question begins and each answer is given;
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7. Each question number; and

8. Each answer given by the examinee.

G F. An examiner shdl render only three evauations of polygraph tests:

1. Deception indicated;

2. No deception indicated; or

3. Inconclusive.

An examiner may include in his report any information revealed by the examinee during the

polygraph examination.

Nothing in this section shal prohibit an examiner from explaining the meaning of the above

evauations.
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H G. An examiner shdl not render averba or written report based upon polygraph test chart
andysswithout having conducted at least two polygraph tests. Each revant question must
have been asked at least once on each of at least two polygraph tests.

} H. An examiner may make a hiring or retention recommendation for the examiner's full-time
employer provided the hiring or retention decison is not based solely on the results of the
polygraph examination.

18 VAC 120-30-230. Recor ds.

The licensed polygraph examiner or registered polygraph examiner intern shal maintain the

following for at least one year from the date of each polygraph examination:

1. Polygraphic charts:;

2. Questions asked during the examination;

3. A copy of the results and the conclusion drawn;

4. A copy of any written report provided in connection with the examination:; and
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5. Tape recordings of examinations made in compliance with subsection C of 18 VAC

120-30-200.

18 VAC 120-30-240. Groundsfor fines, denial, suspension or revocation of licenses or

denial or withdrawal of school approval.

The department may fine, deny, suspend, or revoke any license or regigtration, or deny or

withdraw school approva upon afinding that the gpplicant, licensee, registrant, or school:

1. Has presented fdse or fraudulent information when gpplying for any license or

registration, renewd of license or regigration, or gpproval;

2. Hasviolated, aided, or abetted othersto violate Chapters 1 through 3 of Title 54.1 or
88 54.1-1800 through 54-1-1805 54.1-1806 of the Code of Virginia, or of any other
gtatute applicable to the practice of the profession herein regulated, or of any provisons

of this chapter;

3. Has been convicted of any misdemeanor directly related to the occupation or any
fdony. Any pleas of nolo contendere shal be consdered a conviction for the purposes of
this section. Therecord of a conviction authenticated in such form asto be admissblein

evidence under the laws of the jurisdiction where the conviction occurred shall be
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forwarded to the board within 10 days of entry and shdl be admissble as primafacie

evidence of such conviction;

4. Has made any misrepresentation or false promise or caused to be published any

advertisement that isfalse, deceptive, or mideading;

5. Has allowed one's license or regidtration to be used by anyone e se;

6. Has faled, within a reasonable period of time, to provide any records or other

information requested or demanded by the department; or

7. Has displayed professond incompetence or negligence in the performance of

polygraphy.

8. Has violated any provison of 18 VAC 120-30-220.

18 VAC 120-30-250. M aintenance of license.

A. Notice in writing shal be given to the department in the event of any change of busiessor
individud name or address. Such notice shall be mailed to the department within 30 days of the

change of the name or location. The department shdl not be responsible for the licenseg's or
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registrant’s failure to receive notices, communications and correspondence caused by the
licenseds or regigrant's failure to promptly notify the department in writing of any change of

name or address.

B. All licensees or registrants shall operate under the name in which the license or registration

was issued.
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PART VI.

APPROVAL OF POLYGRAPHY SCHOOLS.

18 VAC 120-30-260. Approval of polygraph school curriculum.

Schools seeking gpprova of their polygraph curriculum shdl submit the gpplication for approva

of apolygraph school to the department for consideration. The gpplication shal include:

1. The name and address of the school;

2. The name and address of the proprietor, partnership, corporation or association if

different from the school name:

3. The owners of the school;

4. The names and qudlifications of the ingtructors which shal be indicated on ingtructor

qudifications form; and

5. The subject courses and the number of instruction hours assigned to each.
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18 VAC 120-30-270. Minimum requirementsfor school curriculum.

A. There must be one type of accepted polygraph instrument per three students in the course,

B. To recaive approvd, the inditution must offer aminimum of 240 hours of ingtruction, unless
the school has obtained approva from the department for less than the minimum hours of course
indruction. The following subject areas ir-the school's-eurriedlum-mus-Hcude must be

included in the schoal’ s curriculum:

1. Polygraph theory;

2. Examination techniques and question formulation;

3. Polygraph interrogation;

4. Case obsarvation;

5. Polygraph case practice;

6. Chart interpretation;
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7. Legal aspects of polygraph examinatior

8. Physiologica aspects of polygraphy;

9. Psychologicel aspects of polygraphy;

10. Instrumentation;

11. Higtory of polygraph; and

12. Reviews and examinations.

C. Out-of-gtate schools seeking approva of their curriculum which has been approved by their

gtate must have the appropriate regulatory agency of their sate certify such gpprova to the

department.

18 VAC 120-30-280. I nstructor minimum requirements.

A. Any person teaching the subjects required by this regulation shal meet the following

minimum requirements for the subjects to be taught:
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1. Legd Agpects of Polygraph Examination. Theingtructor must be aember-of-the

Virgia-State-Bar licensed as an dtorney in agtate or jurisdiction of the United States.

2. Polygraph Interrogation. The ingtructor must have five years experience in the fidd of

interrogation.

3. Physiologica Aspects of Polygraphy. The ingtructor must have adegreein ahedth
related science with coursework in physiology from an accredited indtitution of higher

learning.

4. Psychologicd Aspects of Polygraphy. The ingtructor must have adegreein

psychology from an accredited inditution of higher learning.

5. All other courses saay shdl be taught by individuas having a leest five years of

experience as a polygraph examiner.

B. The department may make exception to the above qudlifications when an ingructor is

otherwise qualified by education or experience and provides such evidence in writing to the

department.
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18 VAC 120-30-290. Amendments and changes.

Any change in the information provided by the school to the department as required by 18 VAC

120-30-260, 18 VAC 120-30-270 or 18 VAC 120-30-280 shall be reported to the department in

writing within 30 days of such an occurrence.

18 VAC 120-30-300. Periodic requalification for continued cour se approval.

At times esablished by the depatment, the depatment may require that schools which have

previoudy obtained course approva provide the department with evidence, in a form set forth by

the department, that they continue to comply with the requirements of 18 VAC 120-30-260, 18

VAC 120-30-270 and 18 VAC 120-30-280. Failure to continue to comply with the department’s

requirements or respond to such arequest may result in the department withdrawing its approval.

18 VAC 120-30-310. Groundsfor withdrawing approval from a school.

The department may withdraw approva from a school upon afinding that:
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A. An indructor of the approved school fals to teach the curriculum as provided for in 18 VAC

120-30-270.

B. The owner, employee, or instructor of the approved school permits or alows a person to teach

in the school who does not meet the requirements of 18 VAC 120-30-280.

C. The owner, employee, or teacher is quilty of any dishonest conduct, including but not limited to

fraud or decait, in the teaching of polygraphy.
